Peas  have  to  be  planted  in 
drills  two  inches  deep  and  from  2 to  3 
feet  apart,  according  to  the  height  they 
may  grow.  Premium  Gem  can  be  planted  one  foot 
apart,  whereas  the  White  IMarrowfat  or  Champion 
of  England  require  3 feet.  The  Extra  Early,  Early 
Washington  can  be  planted  during  August  and  Sep- 
tember for  fall.
